SPRINGFIELD, ILL., January 28.—There is 
a daily accumulation of evidence at the Ex- 
ecutive office in this city, of the needy condi- 
tion of the people in many of the southern 
counties of the state, resulting from the 
drought of lastsummer. These evidences 
are in the form of petitions, many of them 
apparently sent under the impression that 
the Legislature is now in session; and other 
evidences are in the form of letters from in- 
fluential and well-known people. These all 
contain 

APPEALS FOR RELIEF 

from the state. These appeais come from 


the counties of Hamilton, Jefferson, Marion, 
Perry, White, Union, Franklin, Lawrence, 
Crawford, Wuyne, Saline, and perhaps 
othe:s in that portion of the state. 

One of these petitions says: »The cir- 
cumstances which give rise to our petition 
are through the failure of our crops, caused 
by drouth and chintz-bug last season. We 
are really suffering for want of proper food 
for our families and feed for our stock. A 
good deal of our stock has died already, and 
a great deal more is getting very voor for 
want of food. There is plenty of corn, 
which has been shipped here, but we can- 
not get the money to buy it. Tax-paying 
time wil: soon be here, and 

WE SEE NO WAY OF PAYING THEM. 

There are some Weaithy men who are 
speculating in the graintrade who are op- 
posed to our receiving any aid from the 
Government, Dut all we ask is an investiga- 
tion of the condition of the poor classes of 
this county. We believe we are as hard- 
working and honest as any peopie, and this 
is the first time we have ever had to ask as- 
sistance. Yet, if we do not get assistance in 
some way, agrest many of us will have to 
leave our homes to seek employment to sup- 
port our families.“ 

To this petition there were 150 names at- 
tached. 

A prominent citizen of Hamilton county 

WRITES TO THE GUVEKNOR, 

saving: ‘I think you can hardly cunceive the 
misery and want as seen here, nor the help- 
less fear that rests on our people. I am 
advised to say, in the interest of all tho e 
suffering, that this sulject may be properly 
refeired by your Excelienc¢to a called ses- 
sion of the Legislature, including asu-per sion 
of tex collection until after harvest. This 
would leave to the small farmers of Southern 
Lilinvis fifty per cent oa the am unt of their 
taxes and enable them, through their wheat 
crop, to save their littie homes.“

from all the counties named, all picturing a 
deplorable state of affairs. It is even repre- 
sented that in some localities the peuple bave

In the days of ancient Rome when justice, 
mounted its dais and interpreted the la in 
the forum of the public street With the 
broad daylight of Heaven for a roof, receiv- 
ers and referees were unknown. They be- 
long essentially to institutions of modern 
progress and take prominence in the system 
for administration of the laws in this coun- 
try. While vice and corruption clung 
often to the robes of the Roman magistracy, 
grievances received prompt ventilation and 
suitors at least were granted a speedy hear- 
ing if tiiose days.

provision for the families of prudent citizens 
in ancient Rome. If such institutions existed 
the trust was considerered 
TOO SACRED TO BE ABUSED, 

even by men of elastic conscience and the mag- 
istrates were never called upon to interfere 
with them. It would be difficult to judge 
of the popular effect in ancient times of the 
gang of receivers, referees, attorneys and 
other estate-eaters arraigned before a mag- 
istrate’s rostrum bya throng of weeping 
widows and orphan children 1 the charge 
of wrecking their funds for daily support. 
Popular sentiment would have revoited at 
the mere suggestion of a victim that the 
wreckers*were “eminently respectable” citi- 
zens, friends of the court, its officers and 
appointees. The public evinced a strong 
interest in the doings of the ancient dispen- 
sers of the law and the firm voice of public 
ovinion was promptly expressed when a 
denial of justice or a display of partiality 
became apparent. In these times grievances 
grind out daily through the press. The 
PosT-DISPATCH for three years past has 
served the public as its watch dog, 
and in following up faithfully a 
mission of such benefit to the 
community, its attention has been natural- 

ly drawn to the elaborate system of defunct 
estate wrecking which has prevailed here the 
past decade with the sanction of the courts. 

Fewer exhibits of insurance estate manage- 
ment in the control of the court have excited 
greater indignation of late than the PostT- 

DISPATCH figures quoted the other day from 


the reports of tue St. Louis utu- 
al Life Insurance receiver, Capt. 
Silas Bent. This jotwaldnl yf speak bY the 


court records in these matters and it pro- 
poses to furnish some interesting extracts 
from the reports of the court’s officers in 
various defunct insurance estates which will 
throw daylight upon the peculiar features 
of the modern system. A striking instance 
of it is afforded in the case of the 

DE SOTO MUTUAL LIFE INSURANCE COM- 

PANY. 

This company was one of three, Atlas, Mis- 
souri Mutual and DeSoto, which passed 
during Judge Gottschalk’s term of bench 
service in Circuit Court No. 1 into the hands 
of a receiver, following a decree of dissolu- 


tion. It had a most respectable parentage, 
for such men as the late James Lucas 
and William J. Lewis, C. P. Burr, 


John R. Lionbergerand Thomas Tutt figured 
inits early directory. James H. Britton was 
likewise prominentin its fresh, young man- 
agement, but he has since fallen by the way- 
side of local fame and idolatrous importance. 
The De Soto Insurance Company, however, 


started out under honorable manage- 
ment and promisin auspices to 
a square, respectable business. It 


did fairly well for a time, but the life insur- 
ance craze soon possessed the country, and 
policy agents became as thick as sewing ma- 
chine solicitors from the back lane farm to 
the avenue stone-front. The straight com- 
petition in life insurance business was out- 
done by the crooked, and the weaker went to 
the wall. 

COMBINATIONS WERE FORMED IN Sr. LOUIS 
to wipe out existing companies, ostensibly 
assume their risks and acquire their prop- 
erty, or rather that of the innocent policy- 
holding creditors. his sublime s stem was 
so successful that Many companies were 
swallowed up without the knowledge of the 


parties chiefly interested. It ap- 
pears of record. moreover, that some 
of the life insurance cOmpanies were 


even dissolved-upon proceedings taken there- 
to without the knowledge or consent of the 
directory. In January, 1878, the Insurance 
Superintendent moved for 
THE APPOINTMENT OF A RECEIVER 

for the De Soto Compauv's assets and a de- 
cree of disolution. The case was submitted 
on an agreed statement of facts, and 
Judge Gottschalk granted a decree per- 
petually enjoining the company, which had 
abandoned the field for years, from doing any 
further business. Theodore Heman was 
appointed receiver, with 3 bond of $15,000, 
and Joseph Shippen was appointed referee to 

ass upon claims presented against the 
De Soto estate. In December, 1870, the 
capital stock of this company was impaired 
to the extent of $42,328 18. A guarantee fund 
was then created by the stockholders on their 
own notes for an aggregate of $51,000, which 
was carried into the annual statement made to 
the State Insurance Department. In July, 1871, 
there was shown a liability of $189.940. The 
directors then contracted with the Republic 
Life Insurance Company, of Chicago, where- 
by the 

K DE SOTO TRANSFERRED ITS RISKS, 
and delivered to the Chicago company all its 
assets except $150,000, less by $40,000 than 
the amount required by statute for the com- 
pany to retain as against the claims of pol- 
icy-holders. 

Onthe 21st of July, 1871, the De Soto 
directors resolved to retire and distribute 
$51,000 of the $150,000 retained; leaving assets 
in possession of the conpany less than 
$100,000. The Republic Company of 
Chicago took up 80 of the e Soto 
policies and 500 policies were canceled for 
non-payment of premiums. In May, 1878,

mium was occasioned by the court’s injunc- 
tion on the Columbia estate, in which, lat - 
terly, these policies were —— to be re- 
insured. The Mound City Insurance Com- 
pany acquired the DeSoto Company's olicies 
upon purchase from the Republic Life of 
Chicago, and ia that way the De Soto com- 
pany’s affairs passed into the hands of the 
St. Louis insurance syndicate. How the 
policy-holders’ property was cooll trans- 
ferred from the hands of one 2 
into another, covering 2 series 0 
transfers and reinsurance, culminating 
in the extinetion of the Columbia and the 
Life Association the unfortunate creditors 
are well able to say new that their eyes have 
been opened. Whenthe Circuit Court de- 
cree issued from Judge Gottschalk’s division 
wiping out the De Soto Company 
There were a few policies outstahding 
‘REPRESENTING ABOUT $3,700! 

That was the showiog of the liabilities as 
against the absorbed special deposit asset fund 
of $100,000 in tne hands of the insurance de- 
partment. To the inexperienced eye 
it may appear strange that a 
company many years since out of business 
and owing a mere handful of dollars with 
$100,000 secured to meet its debts should 
require ali the expensive machinery of attor- 
neys to represent the state department with 
to dissolution; a receiver 
to ten notes of the special 
deposit for security; a referee to pass upon 
less than a score of claims and attorneys to 
represent those officers. Men onthe bench, 
however, are but human after all. There 
are relatives and friends to provide a snug 
measure of patronage for and any 
number of ex-judges who are 
thirsting for fees on a fat thing. 

THE LEGAL EXPENSE 
of dissolving he DeSoto Company, which 


only owed $3,700, was about $1,000, and 
the aggregate of “expenses” allowed 
by the court since dissolution 
will not fall short of 13,000! 


The respectable members of the DeSoto 
directory in its early days were so surprised 
to hear that the court was invoked to dissolve 
the company that they offered to pay all the 
liabilities. But for the mazy condition of 
things following the transfers and re-insur- 
auce, no court could have rendered a decree 
of dissolution. 

THE QUESTION HAS BEEN ASKED 
within the past few days ia the PostT-DIs- 
PATCH why areference is considered neces- 
sary ininsurance wrecks. No actual neces- 
sitv was shown in the De Soto case and in 


the larger estates it is urged that 
the five judges of the Cir- 
cuit Court have little enough to occupy 


their time in these days of litigation’s juli. 
Their salaries of $5,500 each are earned for 
about four days’ sitting each week during 
seven months of the year. It is thought that 
thousands of dollars might be saved to policy- 
holders by the court’s personal attention to 
insurance estates one day each week of the 
winter term. 

THE $100,000 of special securities with the 
Insurance Department for the De Soto Mu- 
tual Life In-urance Company, represented 
by ten notes, were withdraw: by the officers 


of the Mound City Life Insurance Company, 
and were substituted by notes of 
the Mound City Life secured 


by deeds of trust on the Lite Insurance 
Building, Sixth and Locust streets. Thus it 
happened thatthe De Soto’s creditors’ se- 
curity, after the swamping process, depended 
upon the proceeds from the sale of that bulid- 


ing. The De Soto special deposit notes,

THE LAST REPORT OF THE RECEIVER, 
filed September 30, 1881,shows the receipts 
and disbursements from January 19, 1878, to 
date,except the special fund account for pay- 
ment of policy claims. 

The receiver’s expense account, which was 
allowed by the court, includes an item of $100 
each month, worded, General expense, re- 
celver.’? The receipts footed up $9,527 05, 
and the expenses $9,658 42. 

Ofthe foregoing allowances some of the 
payments have not been made, as they are 
not chargeable tothe special fund. All the 
policy holders of this company have been 
paid in full. 

The De Soto’s share of the proceeds of 
sale of the Life Insurance Building was 
about $53,000. Outof this the policy hold- 
ers’ claims, — 2 to $5,596 12, were paid 
and the expenses of liquidation. The bal- 
ance was turned over to the Missouri and St. 
Louis Mutual funds. .

Rates of All Supplies That 
Cheer the Inner Man. 


The mild weather has had the effect of 
keeping market prices at a reasonably low 
figure during the past month, though the 
sudden changes to warm sultry days has 
been expensive to game dealers who are un- 


provided with summer refrigerators. The 
same supplies in about the same quantities 
are to be found on the stands in the markets all 
duriug the month with no variation in prices.

their employers. Il Was talking recently with 
a very bright and successful little woman, of 
40—though looking 50—whois now in good 
business for herself, but who, twenty years 
ago, when herfathe met with a financial 
misfortune which reducen him from aftiu- 
ence to very straightened circumstances, re- 
solved to aid him by any means in her power 
and, to the shyddering borror ef relatives 
and friends, she took u position in a circulat- 
But the tone of public opinion 
may be estimated from the fact that, on tak- 
ing this step, this girl felt it due to her own 
sense of pride and honor to quietly drop all 
ber old frienfs in order not to give them the 
chance to drop her, a course which she reso- 
lutely ad pied and acted on until she 
was brought back from her self- 
isolated position by the energetic action of 
her pastor, Bishop ——, and his dauchter 
who went into the store one day, insisted on 
a recognition, and almost perforce took the 
＋ to their house and among old friends, and 
their example and warm espousal of her 
cause made pleasant and easy the path which 
she had expected to find full of thorns, re- 
lieved only by the one sweet blossom, duty.

THE NEXT BATTLE. 

The present House of Representatives is 
composed of 298 members. Under the new 
census anew apportionment is to be made 
As it concerns the House alone, any measure 
that passes that body is certain to have the 
assent of the Senate and the Executive. 
The House Committee has already agreed 
upona new apportionment. It is almost cer- 
tain to pass and become a law. If it 
does the total membership will be in- 
creased from 293 to 320 members. One of 
these twenty-seven new members will come 
from Missouri. As the Legislature does not 
meet in this State this year, that Congressman 
will be elected in the State at large. 

Thus it will be seen that, though the term 
of the Governor and nearly all the State 
officers does not expire till 1884, there is 
certain to oe a general election in this State 
this fall. For not alone this Congressman at 
large, but also a successor to Judge Sher- 
wood, of the Supreme Court, a Railroad 
Commissioner and a State Superintendent 
of Public Schools, will have to be chosen by 
the people. This, of course, is the State 
ticket alone. But, besides this, there will 
have to be chosen thirteen Congressmen 
in the different districts, an entire legisla- 
ture and hundreds of minor local officials. 

Itis our opinion, that though as yet little 
or nothing is saia about this ejection, it will 
be one of the most interesting and remarka- 
ble contests ever fought in the politics 
of Missouri. There are many rea- 
sons for the belief, too, that this contest 
will commence in a very few! months. 

The returns of the last election show the 
following division of parties: 


Crittenden, Democratic,...... 207 ,670 
Dyer, Republican 153,636 
Brown, Greenbacker,........ 36, 340 

Total opposition „ee 189,976 

Democratic majority...... 17,604 


Thus it will be seen that a change of 9,000 
voters would have turned the State even 
last fall if the opposition had been united. 

The Democratic party of this State is un- 
questionably more than 9,000 votes weaker 
this year than in the year of HANCOCK. The 
only question, therefore, is, can the Republi- 
cans and Greenbackers be united? 

Coalitions in this state have succeeded be- 
fore; yet, as a rule, they arediflicuit. If, for 
instance, the opposition should accept the 
leadership of such men as CRISP or of foolish 
Greenbackers the Democrats wouid have an 
easy Victory. But under proper manage- 
ment and with good candidates the 
Democrats could certainly be defeated. 

In any event we predict a very lively politi- 
cal campaign for this fall—one in which the 
administration will take as great an interest 
as it did in Virginia. And if the Democrats 
do not look out very carefully and stop 
quarrelling and talking Jike, idiots—such for 
instance as running BILL MORRISON for the 
Presidency—shey will find out the differ- 
ence between 1880 and 1882, the difference 
between an ordinary State eiection and one 
in which the national Administration,‘ under 
the lead of ARTHUR and FILLEY and with 


all the resources of their party, take an active 
part.

Exchange Membership. 
Sr. Louis, January 27, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Why is it that the Giobe-Democrat tries on 
all possible occasions to depreciate the value 
of Merchants’ Exchange memberships? Only 
a short time ago it contained quite an article 
devoted to the effort of proving that certificates 
of membership could soon be bought much 
cheaper, one of the reasons advanced—with 
several others of equal force—being that many 


members would rather sell than pay their 
dues for 1882. And now, in Thursday’s issue, 
we find the following: 

‘*Speculators in memberships have not lost 
all hope in high prices, and come out again 
with a petition to the directors to increase the 
price of certificates to $2,500. The present 
price is $300, and certificates can be pur- 
chased, paid up, for $275 and $300. It might 
be just as well tor these maicontents to sub- 
side, and lose no more precious time striving 
to create a fictitious value for certificates which 
cannot be governed by any other influence 
than suppiy and demand. There are too 
many offered for sale, and no changein the 
initiation fee would augment the value of the 
certificates.’’ 

Now, while it is afactthat the price of cer- 
tificates will be governed by the supply and 
demand, the writer of the above article is 
very much off wheu he says that an increase 
in the price of initiation would not change 
their value. If the initiation fee was put at 
$2,500 it would be practically limiting the 
membership to its present number,for no one, 
‘fat least for several years, wou'd pay that 
amountto becoms a member. Hence any- 
one desiring to become such would be obliged 
to buy of some one now holding a member- 
ship, and this could certainly operate in no 
other way than to inerease their value. 
Should judge the writer is one of those several 
fellows with a ‘‘long head,’’ who wouldn’t 
at the $100 rate because they knew they could 
soon be bought for less. Clerks had bought 
witn borrowed money, and wonld be obliged 
to sell out and all that, but having got leite 
im his calculations and the present price be- 
ing no doubt beyond his reach, he has made 
up his mind that they don’t amount to much 
anyway. 

My advice to bim is that if he can pick up 
one ofthe $275 or $300 cerficates he mentions 
he had better doit, for if he waits until the 
initation fee is put at $2,500, he will pay a 
much higher price if be gets one. I question 
ifa membership could now be bought for 
$400, andthe man who sells for that will be 
looking for some one to kick him in less than 
twelve months.

Fall Description of the Stalwart Tro- 
phies—Who Will get Them—The 
Engraving Donein St. Louis. 


Shortly after the close of the N«tional Re- 
publican Convention, which nominated Gar- 
field at Chicago, in June, 1880, it was whis- 
pered that the Grant men were preparing to 
perpetuate the event in some lasting manner. 
The convention was principally remarkable 
for the stand made by the delegates whosup- 
ported Grant, the stalwart phalanx casting a 
solid ballot, which wavered from 302 to 313 
votes for Ulysses S. thirty-six times in suc- 
cession. It was suggested that perhaps a 
medal might be struck, but nothing definite 
was known about the matter, and it is now 
supposed that the scbeme for perpetuating 
the tight had been forgotten. That this is 
not the case the POST-DISPATCH is able to 
assure the public, as the work is now being 
finished in this city. A reporter dropped 
into the office of Mr. J. M. Kershaw, the en- 
graver at 610 Pine street, on private business 
yesterday, andzfound that genileman work- 
ing away at a handsome bronze medal, 
which bore upon one side a splendid head of 
Gen. Grant. The reporter’s curiosity was at 


oncesroused. Mr. Kershaw was very re- 
luctant to talk upon the su- 
ject. To uestions he replied that 


he did not think that he should say anything, 
as the mementoes were not entirely done, 
etc. After vonsiderable curiosity be con- 
sented to show one of them. The trophies 
ure of bronze and are executed in the highest 
style ofthe art, Mr. Kershaw having been 
selected for the work. over many competi- 
tors, on account of his skill and ability in bis 
profession. After much coaxing, be 
consented to let the Post-DISPATCH reporter 
handle one of them, saying as he did so, 
„Lou are the first man save myselr wno has 
ever had the privilege.” ~ 
THE MEDALS 

The medals are of bronze. perfectly round, 
% inches in diameter, 3-16 of an inch thick, 
and weighs nearlya pound. The design and 
general appearance indicate perfect skill and 
workmanship. 

THE FACE. 
On the center of the face isa profile head of 
Gen. Grant, which is a perfect likeness. 
Underneath and extending partiallv around 
the head, isa wreath of laurel and oak 
leaves, the materials of a conquerers crown 
among the ancients. Around this is a 
slightiy raised circle, outside of which is the 
record of the Grant ballots arranged in a 
complete circle, the numberof each ballot 
and the vote cast being -et down in a separ- 
ate space. The record bezins at the exact 
center of the bottom when the medal is held 
in its proper position and reads as follows: 
Ist (ballot) 304 (votes); 2nd, 305; 3d, 396; 
4th, 305; Sth, 306; 6th, 805; 7th, 305; Sth, 306; 
9th, 306; 10th, 805; llth, 305; 12th, 804; 13th, 
305; 14th, 305; 15th, 806; 16th, 306; 17th, 303; 
18th, 805; 19th, 805;20th, 306; 2ist, 305; 22d, 
305; 23d, 304; 24th, 305; 25th, 302; 26th, 303; th,
